ſame were always obliging ; as the A- 
poſtles (in the #r/?, and poſſibly only 
unerring Council that ever was held) 
thought fit to caution their mew Con- 
verts for avoiding of ſcandal to the 
Jews, and hindrance of propagating 
the Goſpel, to abſtain from: Blood and 
things ſtrangled, which yet tew Chris 
ſtians at this day, or for many hun- 
dred years paſt, have thought neceſla- 
ry toobſerve. 

2. Thoſe that commending and 
blefling God for the happy Labours of 
thoſe our pious Ance/tours, who in their 
day went ſo far, do yet in this Age of 
Light (and when Compliances with 
Ceremonies, that may but ſeem ſuſpi- 
cious or unwarrantable, are neither 
advantageous nor Convenzent for ad- 
vancing the great Ends of Chriſtiani- 
ty, but rather the contrary) decline to 
Join therein, and cannot (as they al- 
ledge) with a ſafe Conſcience embrace 
them, eſpecially when impoſed as Ne- 
ceſſaries toChurch Communion.

The crafty Romiſh Incendiaries 
hence take an opportunity to heat the 
one of theſe againſt the other, that 
with greater caſe they may deſtroy 
them both.

both ſeek to turn the edge of thoſe

gainfſt Popzſh Recuſants on theſe Nay-

ment; For how many are there who 
call themſelves of the Church gf Eng- 
land, That upon the Diſcovery of the 
Popifh Plot (though the KING and 
ſeveral Parliaments had declared it) 
were yet mighty «nw:i//ing to believe 
it, and ready to diſeſteem the Evidence, 
and excuſe the Perſons accuſed, or at 
leaſt to lay it only on the Feſuites, and 
ſhift off the Odium from the reſt of the 
Papiſts? &c. Whereas on the contra- 
ry the very ſame Men on the firſt 
Buz of a Presbyterian Plot (though 
no ſuch thing has to this minute been 
prov'd,but onthe contrary ſeveral wick. 
ed Forgeries andShammings of pretended 
Plots upon them, wondertully detect- 
ed) ſhew themſelves not only moſt 
ready and willing to credit it, and 
bufie to ſpread the Rumour, but tri-

though never ſo falſe and fooliſh, that 
looks that way ; andin their- drunken 
Confi;/tens, and horrid Curſes, load all 
Diſſenters in general with. the Guilt of 
this imaginary Conſpiracy. 

Now 151t not plain to every Conſi- 
derate man, That all this tends to no- 
thing more than to embroil us in un- 
charitable, implacable and endleſs Ani- 
molities at /Z7ome, and dil joint us 
from ail affectionate. Alliances with, 
and alliflance towards the Reformed 
Churches abroad? They being gene- 


rally of the fame Stamp, as to Diſci- 


pline (the great matter in Controver- 
fic) with our D:ſſenters. | 
What remains then in ſuch a Jun» 
Qure, but that we ſhould truly intorm 
our ſelves -ot the real differences be- 
tacen the Eſtabliſh'd Doctrines of the 
Churcit of Eze/and, and the Opinions 
of theſe Protettant-Ditlenters, ſo much 
clamoured againſt, on the one fide ; 
and the Tenets of the Church of Kome 
on the other ; That fo we may upon 
an [mpartial Survey, judge which is 
nol cppeſtteand at greateit diſtance,

and accordingly Treat them with more - 
or leſs Condeſcention and Afiection : 
Andifupon a juſt fcrutiny, we ſhall 
find, that there is none, orvery little 
Eſſential difference between our 
Church, and thoſe- called Presbyte- 
rians, or Calviniſts (cither at home, 
or abroad) That then we may lay by 
our Fury and Rancour, and embrace 
one another as Brethren, and cordial- 
Iy Join againſt the common Enemy. 
To facilitate this happy and deſired 
Union, if this ſmall Work may be of 
any uſe, I ſhall think my pains in 
colle&ting it, abundantly rewarded : 
However there were ſeveral Reaſons, 
which to me ſeem'd important, that 
ſwayed me thereunto. As, 
xr. I had obſerv'd, That abundance 
of People, who account themſelves of, 
and talk loudeſt about the Church of 
England, never ſerioutly peruſed, nay, 
have not fo much as read or ſeen 
her cirticles of Faith (publiſhr by Au- 
thority). Now I conceive it may beno 
unuſetul Service to ſuch Perſons, to 
recommend to them thoſe Articles, 
That no longer they may remain in

an Implicite Faith; but read, Conſider; 


and with underſtanding embrace what . 


they before out of Compliance or 
Cuſtom, rather than Judgment, ſeem'd 
to own and adhere to. 

2. There are many too, That 7x 
words deteſt Popery, yet not being 
throughly grounded in the Doctrines 
of the Church, of Exg/and, nor ac- 
quainted with thoſe of the Church of 
Rome, may be in danger of miſtaking 
the one for the other, and by Faco#'s 
voice be deluded into Eſau's hands, and 
imbibe Poiſon unawares, unleſs forti- 
fied againit it by ſome ſuch diſcrimina- 
ting Antitheſis. | 

3. Hereby will appear the malice 
and fa!ſhood of theſe ſuggeſtions, That 
the Diſſenters ſtand at as great a di- 
ſtance from, and are as much oppoſite 


to the legally Eſtabliſhed Church of 


Eneland, ast he Papiſts; a miſchievous 
conceit promoted by the Jeſuites and 
other Factors for the See of Rome, on 
purpoſe to divide and weaken us, and 
conſequently thereby to accompliſh at 
laſt their own ends, which are utter- 
ly to ſubvert and deſtroy all the Pro- 

feſlors

feſfors of the Reformed Religion, whe: 
ther Epiſcopal , Presbyterial, or un- 
der what ever other Denomination. 

4. I know not what could better 
tend to uniting us (at leaſt in affe&tion) 
amongſt our ſelves, than this demon- 
ſtration, That i» the main and alleſſenti- 
al Doctrinal points, we are already a- 
greed, and ſince the other matters in 
Controverſie are acknowledged to be 
indifferent, what occaſion is there for 
all this heat and violence, unleſs the 
leſſer our differences are, the greater 
ſtill muſt be our Animoſities and Con- 
tentions about them 2 

5. I do not deſpair but this ſmall 
Treatiſe may be profitable to weak 
Capacities for inſtructing them in Fun- 
damentals of Chriſtian Religion, ſince 
it contains a general Sy/teme of Faith, 
rendered the more intelligible, by the 
variety of Expreiſions, though con- 
current Senſe , of the Church-men 
and Proteſtant-Diſſenters on the one 
ſide, and the apparent Contradictions 
ofthe Papiſts on the other, For Contra- 
ria juxta ſe poſita mais Eluceſcunt, 
contraries aptly compared, illuſtrate 
each other.

So that the Article is agreed both by 
themand Calvin ; nor hath the Church 
of Eng/and thought fit particularly to 
explain it, but leit zr7 free to be un- 
deritood in any ſuch ſound Senſe as 1s 
not contrary to Scripture, or the A- 
nalogy of Faith.

ous Worſhip, : wherein upon'juſt-occa- 
fion the Perſon ' ſwearing, * folemnly 
 calleth God to Witneſs whatihe aflers 
teth or promiſeth, and 'to jadge him 
according to the Truth or ' Falſhood of 
what he ſweareth. 17! 
'-The naine of God only: is chat by 
which Men ' ought 'to'Twear, . and 
therein: is to be uſed with, all Holy 
Fear. and Reverence. -Therefore to 
ſwear vainly and raſhly'by that glori- 
ous and dreadful Name ;' or by any 0- 
ther thing, ts ſinful and to be abhorred - 
'Yet as in matters of weight and Mo- 
ment,' an Oath-is Warranted by the 
Word of God under the New Teſta- 
ment, as well as under the Old ; fo 
that a Lawful Oath being impoſed by 
46 __ Lawtul 
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Authority,'in ſuch matters:ought to 
.  Whoſoever taketh ao. Oath, ought 
duly to: conſider the weightineſs of ſo 
folemnan;AQ, and therein to avouch 
nothing, but what he is fully. per- 
ſwaded is Truth. Neither may any 
Man bind - himſelf by Oath to any 
thing bat what is good and Juſt, and 
what hebelieveth ſo to be, and what 
 heisableandreſolved toperform ; yet 

1tisa Sin to refuſe an Oath, touching 
any thing that is Good'and Juſt, being 
imposd by lawful Anthority. 

An Oath is to be takenin the plain 
and common ſenſe of the Words, with- 
out Equivocation and Mental Reſerva- 
tion, -It cannot oblige to Sin: but in 
any thing: not ſinful, .being taken, it 
binds to: performance, although to 
Mans hurt, nor is it to be violated, 
though made to Hereticks or Infidels. 

No Man may vow to do any thing 
forbidden in the Word of God; or 
what would hinder any Duty therein 
Commanded, or which is not in his 
own Power, and for the performance 
whereof, he hath not promiſe of Ay 
ity 
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lity from God, in which reſpe&s Po- 
piſth Monaſtical Vows of perpetual 
ſingle Life, profeſſed Poverty and 
Regular Obedience, are ſo: far from 
being degrees of higher perieQion, 
that they are Superſtitious and ſinful 
Snares, in which no Chriſtian may in- 
tangle himſelf. Wh 


The Papiſts 


Do not in Terms deny this Article. 
But Firſt, they maintain, That the Pope 
hath a Power to diſpence with, or A6- 
ſolve any Man from the Obligation of a- 
ny lawful Oath. And Secondly, They alt= 
low the Doftrine of Equivecation, ſo 
that a Man may lawfully take any Oath, 
provided that by a ſecret Reſervation in 
his mind, he make, or form to himſelf 
a tollerable lawful Senſe. Thirdly, They 
teach that if any Prince become an FHe- 
retick, all his Subjefs are immediately 
Abſolved from their Oaths of Subjetion 
and Allegiance. Fourthly, They declare 
That no Paith is to be kept with Here- 
ticks, and this is a Vote even of one 
of their Conncils, to wit, That of Con- 

ſtance, 
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ance; who on that ' very ſcore Bairnt 
John Hus, ' though they before had gi- 
ven Letters ff ſafe Condat,. Ly all wbich 
They render all Oaths (the higheſt Secu- 
rity mortal Cteatures are able to give to 
euch other) - either mſimnificant, or but 
Shares to deceive the Credulons. And 
in a word, deſtroy (as much as in them 
lies) all Paith and Hone(ty, Confidence 
and fair dealing amongſt Humane $0-
